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Abraham ſaith unto him, They have Moſes and 
the Prophets , lot them hear then: 

And he ſaid, Nay. father Abraham :\ but if one 
went unto them from the dead, th:y wall 
repent. 

An1 he ſaid unto hint, If they hear not Moſes 
and the Prophets, neither will they be per- 
ſurded, though one roſe from the dead. 


{H E firſt thing which I propounded to do in 
Dilcourſinsg on thele Words, was, to endea- 


vour to ſhew, that the preſent Standing 

Revelition of God's Will, contained in the 
Books of the Old and New Teſtament is abundantly 
ſufficient to perſuade Men to Repentance, if they arc 
not unreafonably blind and obſtinate. They have Mo- 
ſes and the Prophets, (they have alſo Chriſt and his Apo« 
ftles,) let them hear them. 

And if that Standing Revelation which God hath 
made to us of his Will in the Holy Scriptures can upon 
any Account be thought inſufficient to effet rhis De- 
ſign, it mult be, I'think, either, 1. Becauſe no Standing 
Revelation can be ſufficient far this Purpoſe ; Or, 
2. Becauſe there are ſome particular Defeds in that 
Revclation which we have in the Holy Scriptures which 
render it not fo ſficient for this Purpoſe, as 'tis polli- 
ble a Srawding Revelation might be. 
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| have, therefore, ina tormer Dilcourle upon the 
Words, endeavoured to ſhew in general, thata Sramd- 
ing Revelation 0f Goll's Will may be fo well contrived, 
and fo w.l!l attolied as tobe ſrwfhicient lor tins Purpo!c. 

| proceed now, in the ſecond pace, 

2. 1o Contier whether that Standing Revelation 
which we have in the / Zofy Scriptures, be tuck a Reve- 
latron ; whcthcr it be ſwf/icient to perſuade Men to 
Repentance, an iully to direct them in the Vay to 
Happineſs; Or, whether there be not ſome particular 
Detects in this Revelation, which render it not fo [u/;- 
cient tor this Purpoic as tis pollible a Standing Reve- 
[ation m:ght be. 

And it there be any ſuch Defect in the Zoly Scrip- 
twre, it muſt be either in the Matter of it, or in the 
Proof of it : And it it be in the Matter of it, it muſt 
be, cither that it docs not give us /wficient Direfticns 
what todo, or that it docs not propoſe ſuficient Mo- 
tives to pcriuade Men to do what it requires. 

And therctore in ſpeaking to this Head, I ſhall ſhe, 
(1.) That the 77oly Scripture gives us ſufficient Dire- 
(tions What to do. (2.) That the Motrves which the 
Scripture propoles, arc ſwficient to perſuade us to do 
what it requires; And, (3.) That we have ſuficient 
Reaſon given us to convince us of the Truth and Au- 
therity of the 71oly Scripture, and conſequently of all 
the DoAtrines which are taught by it. 


(1.) I ſhall ſhew that the ZZoly Scripture gives us 


[ufficient Directions what to do. 


And of this there can be little Noubt among thoſe 
that believe the divine Inſpiration and Authority of 
the /oly Scripture ;, becaule to them its own Teſti- 

mony 
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mony of its own ſufficiency is a Proof thereof beyond 
all Exception. For, it, as the Apoſtle ſays, 2 Tim.z. 16. 
it be profitable for Doflrine and for Reproof, and for Cor- 
redlion, and for Inſtruftion in Righteouſneſs ; \t is plainly 
profitable tor all the Purpoſes tor which we can deſire 
a divine Revelation. And, if, as he ſays in the next 
Verle, it was given to make perſet the Man of God 
(that is, the Man whoſe Buſineſs it is to tcach and 
in{truct others ;) and hrovghly to furniſh him unto all 
good Works, it cannot be deficrent in delivering all ſuch 
Rules and Dircions as are neceſſary to be given by a 
Paſtor to the People committed to his Care. And, 
if, as the ſame Apoſtle had ſaid at the 15th. Verle of 
that Chapter, it be able to make us wiſe unto Salvation, 
we have no Reafon to deſire to be wiſer than this ex- 
cellent Book can make us. And it all this could truly 
be faid by the Apoſt/e, before the Canon of the New 
Teſtament was compleatcd ; if it could be faid by him 
ot thoſe /Yoly Scriptures which Timothy had known from 
a Child, that is, of the Books of the Old Teſtament only, 
much more may it be now faid of the Books of both 
Teſtaments together. 

But to ſpeak at large of this Point, at preſent, would 
be too great a Digrellion from the Deſign of theſe 
Leetures, which were intended only againſt I»fidels, 
not againſt any Sed of Chriſtians ; and ſuch they pre: 
tend to be; ſuch (becauſe they hold the Foundation 
Chriſt Jeſus,) they may in Charity be allow'd to be, 
who do chicfly differ from us in this Article, and den 
the ſufficiency of Scripture, only becauſe they are reſol- 
ved to maintain ſome gainful DoQtrines and' PraQtices 
of their own Church, which they are ſenſible have no 
Warrant from Scripture, and ſo can be maintained =

But r(Lorthilets even theie Men (that they may 
ave no Stone unturned ) will be fometimes difcour- 
10g upon tis Point; and altho thoſe Books of Holy 
Soripture, Which are now extant, and which are now 
ncncrally received, uo teach much more than they 
themtelves arc willing to believe and prattile, yet, 
tat they May, 2s much as they can, unlertle the Be- 
et of others, do nor (tick to argue againſt the Chri- 
{tian Religion trom tits Topick, and to affirm that 
the Books of Holy Scripture which are now receiv'd 
do not contain the whole Will of God. For there 
were, lay they, in tormer times, icveral other Goſpels, 
and Foiſtles, and other Tracts, deligned to inſtruct 
Men in the Chriſtian Religion, which were Written 
by the Apoſtles or other infpired Men, and which were 
conſequently ot the fame Authority , in themielves, 
with thoic which are now receiv d into the Canon, of 
which neverthelets we have nothing now left, but 
the Nancs and Titles, or lome impertect and uncer- 
tain Fragments ; ſo that it may well be doubted, whe-

ther thoie fer Books which are now remaining, arc 
ſufficient to inſtruct us in all neceflary Points of Know- 
I.dge and Practice. And of this Matter oj FaCt, there 
is, thev fav, ſome Ev.dence even from the Scripture 
its (cl: For St. Lyke, in the Beginning of this Goſpel, 
takes Notice, that many before him, had taken in Fland 
to fet forth a Declaration of thoſe things |which were 
that 1s, had written 
and publiſhed Narrat:ves of the Life, Attions, Mira- 
cles, Preaching, Death and Reſurrection lof our Sa- 
Viour. But there are no Hitorics of this Kind, no 
Goſpels now cxtant, that wac written Lefore St. Luke's, 
except only St. Matthew's ard St. Mark's ; and it there 
had been no more extant at that time, it Would have 
been very in;proper, they fay , for the Fwvanzeliſt to 
heave faid , that many had written upon this SubjeR, 
when he ſpake only of thoſe zwo. And that rhere was 
Matter cnough for ſeveral ſuch Narratives (fo that tho” 
they were very diflerent Goſpels, they might never- 
thele(s be all true) we are told by St. John, who wrote 
his Goſpel the laſt of the Four Evangeliſts, Joh. 20. 30. 
Many other Signs truly did Jeſus in the Preſence of his 
Diſciples, which are not written in this Book ; and apain, 
Cl1.21. Verſ. 25. There are alſo many other things which 
Jeſus did, the which, if they ſhould be written every one, 
I ſuppoſe that even the World its felf could | not contain 
the Books that ſhould be written. | 

Now if it be true, that there were ſeveral other 
Books formerly extant , but which are now loſt, that 
were written by the Apoſtles 2nd other inſpired Men, 
and conſequently by divine !nfpiration ; either theſe 
were ncedlefs when written, (and it is unreaſonable to 
ſuppoſe that any Book written by divine Inſpiration was 
| needleſs) 
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needles) or elle the | ol of theſe Books 134 Lols to 
Religion ; and we cannot, be well allurcd, that thoſe 
which we have now remaining do ſufficiently inflrutt us 
in all Points of Chriltian F aithand Practice. 

But admit the Truth of this Mattcr of FaCt, vz. chat 
more Boots were vritten by tlie Af "ft ic ſ,.. Of in{pired 
Mun, than are now extant, (winch 1 will not now 
diiputc, becauic 1 th nk it needlels ; becauſe | think it 
may be grantc« Wit! out any Prejudice to the Chri- 
{tian Caute ; altho' there be none, or at molt but very 
lender Evidence of it:) nay, adimit MOre than 15 upon 
any goed Grounds alledge. - Vis. not only that feve- 

ral, but that every one of : 4 Jpoſtles and tinmcdiate 
Ditciples ot Chriſt, every one that lad heard him 
Preacii, and had been 4 Witne(s of his Liſe and Mira- 
cles and Relurrection, and had recciy cd the Miraculous 
Gitts of the Holy Ghoſt, d:4 write a diilinCt Goſpel 
oiving an Account of tone of the moſt mer 1 
Pallanes of our Saviours Liie winicn he had been a 
Witneis of: and did likewite as he had Occaſion write 
Fpijiles or- other 7ratts tor the Uſe and Inſtruction of 
tlic Chriſtian Church; cvery one of all which Books, 
it they were now extant, and as well attellcd as the 
Books of the New Teſtament arc, would be ot equal Au- 
taority with them, becauic dittated by thc fame Spi- 
rit, by which all the Apoſtles were /ed into all Truth, 
and had a7 things that Feſus had ſpoken brought to their 
Remembrance; ct, | lay, it would by no Means follow 
trom hence, cither that thoſe Books which arc now 
loſt (it indee(l there are any loſt that were written 
by the Ape/tes) were needlcts when they were written ; 
or that thoiec which do now remain are not ſufficient. 
And a very little Conſideration of the State of things 


as 
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as It 
[ have ſaid verv plain, 
For the Cafe then was thus : The Goſpel of Chri/# 
was to be preached to the whole World by a few Per- 
ons who had been Eye-witnelles of his Miracles, and 
were enabled by the Power of the Holy Glioſt to con- 
firm their Te{timony ot him by doing the hike Miracles 
themſelves ; And that this great Work might be ac- 
compliſhed within the Term of their Lite, it was oe- 
cellary that they ſhould quickly diſperle themlelves 
into all Parts of the World, one going this Way and 
another that, according as they had agreed among 
themielves, or were directed by the Spirit ; And in 
this Diviſion of Countries, every one had a large Pro- 
vince alligned to him, ſo that having much Work to 
do in a little Time, he could not well ſtay lang in one 
Place ; And upon this account it might be very proper 
for him after he had preached the Goſpel in -one City, 
and made a good number of Converts, and ordained 
Elders and eſtabliſhed a Chriſtian Church there, when 
he went«thence to leave behind him jn Writing the 
Sum of what he had before preached among them,for 
the Helpiof their Memories, for the Ditetion'of their 
Paſtors, and to prevent any Mitkrepreſentation that 
might afterwards be made of his DoCtrine by ignotant 
or deligning-Men; And after he was gone from thence, 
he might have:trequent Occation to lead them Letters, 
cither ©: confirm them-1n their Faith,  or/109 caution 
them egaia(lt ſame Errors which he had heard wes 
ſpringing up among them, or to correct ſome Fault wn 
their Dilcpline or Manners. | L-''6 


By this:Mcaus, 1 fay, it, might wellenough be:(tho 
there be a@ Evadence that it was 10): that an;the/Tut 
= B Age 
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and in the Language that was beſt known to them. 
And this, if it was done, might be no more than 
might be then necetſary, when 1t was not fo eafy as it 
is now (lince the Increale of Commerce and Navi- 
gation, and the Invention of Printing) to commu- 
nicate and diiperle the Books that are Publiſhed in 
one Country, to other Countries that are far diſtant. 
Beſides, it this could have been done then, it can't 
well be {uppoſed that a Gofpe/ written by any other 
of the Apoſtles, who had never been in that Pro- 
vince or Divition, and ot whom they had never 
heard perhaps more than only his Name, ſhould be 
at firſt of ſo great Authority to them, as a Goſpel 
written by that very Apoſtle, by whole Miniſtry they 
had been converted, and of whoſe Miracles they 
themiclves had been Witneſſes. 

Thus it _ be; (and if it was fo, it might be 
agreeable to the divine Wiſdom and Goodneſs fo to 
order it) that before thoſe Books of the New Teſta- 
ment which we now have could be well diſperied, 
and upon good Atteſtation receivd in all Chriſtian 
Countries , ſome particular Churches, and eſpecially 
thoſe molt remote from Jadea, ſhould have for their 
preſent Uſe, other Books written by ſome other of the 
Apoſtles, containing the ſame Form of ſound Words , 
and relating the fame things concerning the Life 
and DoQrine of our Saviour that theſe do. 

And that ſome of thoſe many Books which might 
be written þy the Apoſiies or other inſpired Men 


upon 
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upon this Subject, ſhould be loſt, is no Marvel at 
all : 'tis rather a Wonder (conſidering the Poverty 
of the firſt Chriſtians, and the conſtant Perſecutions 
they were then under, and the many Revolutions 
of Government that have been in Chriſtendom lince 
that time,) that ſo many as we have now lett could 
be preſerved for ſo many Apes beforc Printing was 
found out. And thoſe were of -all the moſt like to 
be loſt, which were publiſhed in rude and barbarous 
Countries, and which were written in ſome Lan- 
guage that was peculiar to one Nation only : And 
thoſe the moſt eatie, and conſequently the moſt pro- 
bable to be preſerved, which were publiſhed in the 
learned Part oft the World, and written in| the moſt 
learned Language then in Ule. 

But altho a greator Number of inſpired Books than 
are now extant, might. be neceſſary inthe firſt Age 
ot Chrittianity ; before the Chriſtian Churches, then 
newly planted in all Countrics of the then known 
World, could have Communication with one ano- 
ther ; it cannot be argued from hence |that zhoſe 
Books which we have now remaining: are not ſuf- 
cient for the preſent Time, and for all the Time 
that has paſled ſince the other Books were /oſt ; But 
rather, it may very reaſonably be preſumed, that 
there was nothing more, for Subſtance, in thoſe 
Books, which are ſuppoſed to be /o/f, than there is 
in theſe which are now remaining; ſo that the 
Loſs of them may be no real TLols or Detrimemt 
to Religion, and thoſe which remain and are now 
receivd in all Chriſtian Churches, may | be abun- 
dantly ſufficient to inſtruct us in all Points of Chriſtian 
Faith and PraCtice. 

B 2 And 
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| And there is ;ndee: I no Realon to think they arc 
not, ſ.cing ſome ot thoſe ſingle Boks which we 
hive now, were written for this vcry Purpoſe, 
were deſigned as Compendiums of the whole Chri- 
ſian Inflitution : For St. Luke wrote his Goſpel, 
thit Theophilus, might Know the Certainty of thoſe 
thinss wherein he had been inſtruded ; And if this 
was the Ex. waelift's Delign, it cant bo luppoſed but 
that he thought, he had put into his Geſpe/ what- 
ever was necellary or very material: And Sr. Joh 
in the fame Place where he acknowledges that he 


- had omitted the Relation of many things which Je- 


ſus did , favs that he had written the things con- 
tained in bis Goſpel, that Men mizht believe that 
Telus 1s the Chriſt, the Son of God , and that belie- 
wing they mioht have Life through his Name : By 
wh.ch it appears that he thought he himſelf had 
writtcn enough in bs Goſpe! to perluade Men to be- 
eve in Chri/t, and to direct them in the Way to 
eiernal I ite. There being therctore in thoſe Books 
ot the New 7e/timent which we now have, ſeveral 
Abridgments of the whole Chriſttan DoArine, it 
cannot With anv Reaſon be pretended, that a!l theſe 
Books together are not /w/czent fully to inſtrut us 
Licrein. 

Beides ; The Goſpel of Chri/t that was preached 
luppole, by St. Thomas in India, or by St. Simon in 
Africa, or by any other of the Apoſtles | in Countries 
remote from Judea, or without the Bounds of the 
Roman Empire, was undoubtedly the very ſame Go- 
{pe/ that was preached by St. Peter, and St. Paul, 
or thoſe other of the 4po/tles whoſe Books are now 
extant, and received by the Cathohick Church ; for 


they 
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they were all taught by the ſame Maſter, Chrift ; 
and were all enlightned by the fame Holy Ghoſt : 
ſo tiiat it any of them did, (as 'tis reported they 
did) write any Goſpels tor the prelent U.e! of thote 
particular Churches which tthey had planted ; tho' 
they might be ſomewhat different trom any of the 
four Goſpels which we now have, in the Expreſſion, 
or perhaps in the Relation of ſome particular Paſla- 
7cs of our Saviours Life, which our Ewvangeliſts 
have omitted : ( juſt as the four Goſpels Which we 
now have, do ditler from one another) yet. for Sub- 
ſtance they muſt needs have been the ſame with 
thele, and with one another, it indecd they were 
all true Relations of the Mattcrs of which! the Au- 
thors thercot had been Witnelles; fo tiat if we 
had them all now, they could all together tcach us 
no other DoQtrines than are taught in the Books of 
the New Teſtament. 

Nevertheleſs, I do not deny but that if we had 
more Books of this Kind than we have; that if 
we had all the Books that were written by the 4po- 
les, or their immediate Succeſlors who had been 
taught by them, they might be of very good Uſe 
to us, to help us to underſtand more readily and ca- 
lily thoſe Books which we have (as now we receive 
trom ſome Portions of FZoly Scripture, great Light, 
to help us to underſtand, and to put a right Inter- 
pretation upon others :) But perhaps it was for this 
very Reaſon that the Providence of God did order 
no more to be written, than were written , ar has 
{uftered thoſe to be loſt that are ſuppoſed to be loſt, 
that it might coſt us ſome Pains and Study to un- 


derſtand our Religion ; that ſo our Knowledge - 
we 
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well as our Practice bcing in fome Meaſure the Fruit 
of our own Induſtry, might be a proper Subje@ of 
Reward. 

In ſhort, That there were more Books in the firſt 
Age of Chritllianity , written by Apoſtles or other 
inipired Men than are now extant, or than if ex- 
rant can be well proved to be-of their Writing, is 
1 Point which 1 belicve cannot be now upon any 


certain Evidence cither athrmed or denied :; But if 


it be granted, I ſay however, there 15 no Realon to 
interr trom thence, that: thole which we now have 
are not ſu/icrent. For 1t there be a God and a Pro- 
vidence, and it there be any Truth in the Scripture- 
Declarations of the Love of God to Mankind, and 
hat he would have £7 Men to be ſaved, and to come 
to the Rnowledoe of the Truth , moſt certainly the 
necellary Means of Mens Salvation 1s a proper Sub- 


jet ot the divine Care : And if ſo; it can't te 


rhought but that the ſame good Providence which 
{ as 15. now ſuppoled ) took Care for the writing of 
more Books when more might be necctlary, has like- 
wiſe taken Care for the Preſervation of ſo many of 
theie Books as are now /uficient. 

Or if the Men we are now arguing with, will 
not grant” that there is {uch a particular Providence 
of God; yct it they will but allow that God is 
juſt : that he is not a hard aſter, expeCting to regp 
where he has not ſown, | think they mult allow that 
all things neceſſary to our Salvation, not knowable 
by Realon, are taught in the Books of Floly Scripture 
which we now have, becauſe there are no other 
Books extant which we have reaſon to receive and 
accept as divine Revelation. 


Or 
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Or if they deny this, it will lie upon them' to pro- 
duce thoſe other Books which we ought to receive be- 
ſides theſe, and to give good Eviderce to the World 
of their divine Authority. Which when they have 
done; or if they ſhall but only ſhew thar there is 
as good Reaſon to receive them as theſe ; We muſt 
o'vn our ſelves to blame, if we ſhall not then take 
them alſo into the Canon of Scripture. 

But till that ſhall be done, what (hath been al- 
ready faid is enough to- ſhew- that the Z/oly Scrip- 
ture is a compleat Rule both of Faith and Man- 


ners. Eſpecially conſidering: (4s was noted before) - 


that when-ever the Inſuficiency of Scripture \in this 
Reſpect, is urged by thoſe who do not believe the 
Scripture (which are the Perſons I have now to deal 
with,) it can be only for Cavilling fake : the true 
Reaſon of their Backwardneſs to receive it as a di- 
vine Revelation, being, not becauſe it teaches not 
enough, but becauſe it teaches more than they are 
willing to telieve, and commands more than they 
are diſpoſed to' practiſe. For 1 cannot imagine that 
theſe Men do truly deſire more Duty than is laid 
upon them in- the Books of Scripture now received 
by the Chriſtian Church ; But what they may 
moſt reaſonably be thought to deſire, is, either 
ſome better Encouragement to undertake that diffi- 
cult Task which the Scripture lays upon them, or 
ſome better Evidence that the Scripture is a divine 


Revelation. 


I proceed now therefore to the ſecond thing . pro- 
pounded, which was, |

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(z.) To ſhew that the Motives which the Scrip- 
ture propotes are ſrffirient to periuadce Men to co what 
It requires. | 

Now  //opes and Fears are the great Springs of 
Action ; and the preater the Good 15 ve hope tor, 
or the Evil we tear, the ſtrongl.cr do they move 
and incline us to Action ; And theretore how dith- 
cult locver the Undertaking be, (to it be but potlible;) 
it the Metives are proportioned to the Ditftculty , 
tiey mult be granted to be /»ffcrent [nducements to 
undcrtake it. 

But that the Task or Bufineis required of us, 1s 
pollible to ke done, needs not to be proved now, 
becauic it mult be granted by thoie who ſay they 
believe they thould be perſuadcd to Co what 1s re- 
quired, if they had #erzer Encouragement ; tor no Ar. 
euments or Motives whatloever can reatonably per- 
luade a Man to undertake a thing that he believes 
impoliible. 

Suppo!ling it therefore pollible ; I ſay that whatſo- 
ever Difficulty there really is, or we may apprehend 
there is, in a Chriſtian Lite; if any //orzves that 
could poliibly be propoled to us can be thought /y- 
cient to induce us to undertake it ; molt evidently, 
thoſe Motives which the Goſpel propoſes, arc to ; be- 
caule better or greater cannot be {o much as con- 
ceived or imagined ; ſeeing both cthe good tlungs 
which it promiſes to perſuade us to Virtue, and 
the evil things which it threatens to deterr us from 
Sin, arc, as to the Matter of them, the greateſt that 
we are capable of enjoying or ſuffering ; and con- 
ſequently the moſt probable to raiſe our Hopes, and 
to excite our Fears to the higheſt Pitch, | 
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For the Arguments that do moſt ſtrongly perſuade 
us to any thing, are from [ntereſt; from the Profit 
and Advantage we ſhall reap by doing it ;| trom the 
Tendency it has to make us happy 3 and | Happinels 
conlilts in being pertetly free from all! Pain and 
Trouble and Vexation ; and in the tull and tree En- 
joyment of whatſoever 1s pleaſing and | delightful 
tO Us, 

But now both theſe the Goſpel gives Aſſurance of to 
all thoſe that believe and obey it ; that is, [that they 
ſhall thereby be freed from that intolerable Pain and 
Miſery, which the Wicked and Unbelievers ſhall be 
condemned to, and alſo that they ſhall thereby be 
inſtated in the perfeteſt and compleateſt! Happineſs 
both of Body and Soul; In a Happineſs far greater 
than any they do or can enjoy now ; nay, in a' Happi- 
neſs much greater than any they can now have ſo 
much as a Conception or Idea of in their Minds. For 
Eye hath not ſeen, nor Ear heard, neither have entred 
into the Heart of Man the Things that God hath pre- 
pared for them that love him. 

But there is, beſides, a remarkable Circumſtance which 
does much cenhanſe the Value of any Good, and like- 
wife much aggravate the Evil of any Pain or Miſery; 
viz. its Duration : For how great ſoeverthe Good or 
Evil propoſed to pertuade: us to any thing, are in 
themſelves ; yet if they be but of ſhort Continuance, 
if they will ſoon expire and be at'an End; we reckon 
it-not worth while ro be at munch Pains to obtain 
ſuch a ſhort-lived Good, or to avoid ſuch 'a tranſient 
Evil ; But in this Reſpe& alfo,* the Motives both of 
Hope and of Fear which rhe Gofpet propoſes to us; do 
far ſurpaſs all thoſe Perſuaſives or Inducemertts oo 
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Sin can offer : for the molt we can hope to eſcape 
by the Commitlion of any Sin, 1s the Pain and 
Suflcring of a few Wecks or Years, or a temporal 
Dcath ; which laſl, yet, we cannot be fo vain as to 
hope to eſcape clearly, for we can at moſt but de- 
lay it for a ſhort Scalon ; And on the other ſide, . the 
preatelt Good we can propole to our elves, or fo 
inuch as hope to obtain by any Sin, 1s the Plealure 
of a ſhort Lite : In which Hope, Men are likewiſc 
very oitcn molt ſadly dilappointed ; their ſinful Gra- 
tifications commonly bringing with them, or draws- 
ing atter them, much more Trouble and Vexation 
evenin this World, than the little Plealure they can 
reap from them is ſufficient to compenſate for. But 
if it were not fo; If the Pleaſures of Sin were cer- 
tain and ſincere ; yet they are but for.a Moment ; 
They can be but ſhort, becauſe our Life its. ſelf is 
but ſhort ; being (as St. James ſays) a Vapour, which 
appeareth for a little time, and then We gr away. 
But the Motives of both kinds; which the Goſpel 
propoles, have in this Reſpect allo, (that is, in Re- 
ipc&t of the Duration of the Good or Evil propoſed) 
all the Advantage that is poſlible. For the Miſery 
we ſhall elcape, and the Bleſſedneſ's we ſhall attain, 
by yielding Bel.ct and Obedience to the Goſpe/, are, 


dark 9. 45,43. both of them , of eternal and endleſs Duration. 4 
Math 25- 45 [f'orm that never dieth, a Fire that never ſhall be 
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quenched ; Everlaſting Pumifhment ; Eternal Damnation ; 
Everlaſting. Fire ; Everlaſting Deſtruttion ; The Black- 
meſs of Darkneſs, for. ever ;. A.Lake of Fire and Brim- 
fone, where they fball be tormented Day and Night for 
ever and ever ; and where the ſmoke of tbeir Torment 


alcenderh up for ever, and ever, Thele are the Fuils 
' which 
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whici1 tlie Goſpe/ threatens to Sin : And if theſe be 
not ſufficient to deterr Men from it, what can be 
ſufficient > What Fvil can that Man be ſuppoſed to 
be afraid of, who is not afraid of ever/a/ting, Burning ? 
A greater Fwuil cannot be threatned; and he who is 
not ſcared by this, would certainly be leſs ſcared by 
rhe Threatning of a-leſs Evil. And on the other 
ſide, Everlaſting Life; a Crown that fadeth not away ; 


a Kingdom that cannot be moved ; an eternal Weight of 


Glery; Fulneſs of Joy in the Preſence of God ; and 
Pleaſures for evermore at his right Hand ; theſe are 
the good things promiſed to Obedience ; Ang could 
greater things be promiſed than theſe > could we 
our ſelves if we were put to deſire what we would, 
deſire more? and if the Promiſe of unſpeakable and 
everlaſting Bleſſedneſs, be not ſufficient to prevail 
with us to undertake a Godly and Chriſtian Life, 
certainly nothing can be ſufficient. If God ſhould 
make never ſo many Revelations of his Will to Man- 
kind , he could not propoſe greater Encouragement 
to Obedience, than he has done already in the Go- 
ſpel : And if thoſe good things which he! has pro- 
miſed, do not move us, tis not becauſe they are not 


great enough to move a wiſe and conſidering Man, . 


but becauſe we are ſo bent upon Sin that we will not 
give wav to any Conſiderations that might ferve to 
reſtrain us from it. 

In a Word ; The Goſpel Motives to Repentance and 
Obedience comprehend all that we can fear or hope 
for ; ſo far therefore as Fears or Hopes can work upon 
us , there is plainly nothing wanting in that Standing 
Revelation that God has made of his Will, 'by Moſes 
and the Prophets , and eſpecially by Chrift- and hrs 
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Apoſtles, to make it fuccelstull, that 15, to perſuade 
Mcn to Repentance, it they will but hear wWaat they 
lay and give Credit to it. T1 

But 'ris not, perhaps the Drfide!s will lay, a better 
Rule that they Want, than the Scripture 1s, or better 
Motives to perluade thein to Icad their Lives accor- 
ding to it, than the Scripture proPoles ; but what they 
chic{tly want, is ſome better Evidence, ſome greater 
Certainty of the Truth of the Scripture. 

This therefore was what 1 propounded to do in the 
next place; viz. To ſhew that we have ſufficient Rea- 
ſon given us to convince us of the 7ruth and Autho- 
rity of *the Holy Scripture, and conſequently of all 
the Doctrines which are taught by it. 

But becaulc the handling of this Point would take 
up too much Time , I ſhall chule to deferr it; and 
conclude this preſent Diſcourle with an carneſt Ex- 
hortation to all thoſe that do ſincerely believe the 
Goſpel, to conlider often and ſcriouſly of thoſe great 
Motives which it propoſes to perſuade Men. 

For tho' we live in an Age of great fidelity ; 
wherein ſome are bold cnough to ſtrike at the very 
Foundation of all Religion, and to diſpute at leaſt, if 
not deny the molt cvident and undeniable Truths of 
it; and others think they pay Reſpect enough to the 
cemmon Reaſon and Judgment ot Mankind , if they 
do but grant themſelves ro be Deiſts ; and wherein, 
even among thole that openly profeſs the Chriſtian 
Religion, there is in a great many a Spice and Tin- 
ture of Atheiſm and Infidelity ; and tho' they do 
not aQtually disbelicve the Golpel truths, yet they be- 
lieve them fo coldly and faintly, that their Faith may 
rather be called an Inclination to believe, than a full 
_ Perſuaſion ; 
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Perluaſion; | fay, even in this incredulous ind un- 
believing Age , I am nevertheleſs verily perſuaded, 
that for ane Man that is ruin'd by Tfdelity, many 
lundreds are ruined by 7howgh tlejneſs and Inconfidera- 
tion ; that where there is one that is wicked, becaule 
he belicves nothing of the Goſpe/-motives , nor that 
tlicre 1s any (ſuch Place or State as Heaven|or Hell, 
there are a great many that do believe theſe things, 
and yet continue in their wicked Courle, becauſe they 

never take any time ſeriouſly to conſider what Heaven 
and Hell are; and that vaſt, that infinite difference - 
that there is between theſe two States ; and how 
much it behoves them to ule all Diligence to attain 
that, and to avoid this. 

Leaving therefore thoſe who Lelieve ltele or no- 
thing of theſe things to my following Diſcourſes, 
wherein | hope to prove the 7ruth of the Gol el Reve- 
lation, beyond all reaſonable Exception ; I thall now 
addreis my ſelf to you that do believe thek: things, 
and who, every time you meet together in the Church 
do repeat all the Articles of the Chriſtian Faith, and 
declare your Aſlent thereto. And what [ would de- 
ſirc of you is ; that you would frequently |think of 
thoſe things which you profeſs to believe, that you 
would meditate much and often thereupon, (that you 
would ſeriouſly conſider the Meaning thereof, 

Particularly , That Summary of the Goſpel Motives 
to Faith and Repentance before ſpoken of , that great 
and laſt Articleof the Chriſtian Creed, 7he Life ever- 
laſting ; Conſider what it means, and do not content 
your ſelves only with faying every Day that you do . 
bclieve an everlaſting Life after ths, but meditate like- 


wiſe every Day, or very irequently at leaſt , what 
| an 
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an everlaſting Life is, and of what Sort and Find that 
everlaſting Lite will be. 

Now Life is a ſtate of Senſation; By this a Living 
Body is dillinguiſhed trom a dead Carkals, that the 
living Body feels what is done unto it, and isaficQe{ 
thereby either with Pain cr Pleaſure ; whereas a dead 
Carkals is not capable ot either, hath no Senſe or Feel- 
ing of any thing. When theretore in repeating the 
Crced, we declare that we believe we ſhall live 
again, atter our death, the meaning is, that we ſhall 
be hereafter in tuch a State of Senſation as we are in 
now ; that in that Life we ſhall be as ſenſible of Pain 
or Plcature, as we are in this Lite. 

But then, what makes the great Difference between 
this Lite and that, 1s, that his is ſhort, tranſient and 
momentary, that it it Le pleaſant, 4t ts ſoon over, and 
that if'it be painſull it will not laſt Tong; whereas 
that, ſuch as it is once, ſuch it will ever be; for that's 
the Meaning of a Life everlaſting; tis a Life that 
will never be ended; A Lite that will continue to all 
Eternity. 

And now that we come to ſpeak of Eternity, tho' 
the Word has a fix'd Meaning ; yet how are our 
Thoughts loſt and bewildered when we ſet our ſelves 
to meditate thereupon 2 When we ſpeak of a thou- 
ſand, or ten thouſand, or even of a Million of Years, 
we have ſome Notion of what we fay ; but when we 
come to multiply theſe thouſands, and Millions, 
by ten thouſands, or ten Millions, or by Millions of 
Millions, our Thoughts are not capacious enough 
to conceive, and our Mouths want Words to ex. 
preſs that infinite Length of Time which theſe 
Numbers do comprehend ; And yet all that theſe 
Numbers 
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Numbers denote, is nothing in Compariſon with 
Eternity. 

If the whole Sea were to run out Drop by [Drop, 
what a prodigious Length of Time would this take 
vp? and yet 11 time this would be done ; and they 
that live for ever would live to ſee the vaſt Caverns 
of the Ocean without one Drop of Water left in 
them: And which is more yet, there would be no 
Part of their Eternity then ſpent, they would then 
be as far from dying as they were at firſt, | 

Or if only once in ten thouſand Years, one of the 
ſmalleſt Sands or Duſts wcre to be taken from the 
Earth, they that live for ever would live to ſee all 
this vaſt Bulk of the Earth by theſe flow and im- 
perceptible Degrces wholly removed, not ſo much as 
a Grain or Atone of it left 3 Nay, and even in this 
prodigious, this unconceivable Length of Time, their, 
Life would not be in the leaſt diminiſhed, they wayld, 
have the fame boundleſs Eternity {till before them that 
they had, when the firſt Sand was taken away. 

But what do I ſpeak of theſe little Numbers, theſe 
Moments of Time, as they may truly be called, in 
Compariſon with Eternity 2 For even all thoſe Years 
in which the whole Earth might be removed, if only 
one ſingle ſmalleſt Duſt thereof were to be taken 
away once in ten. thouſand Years, I fay,, all theſe 
Years may be expreſled in Figures, in a Line of a 
few Inches long ; But if the whole. Expanſe of Heaven 
were written quite over with Figures from the Top- 
to the Bottom, and from one Side to the other, even 
all theſe Figures, tho. ſet ſo cloſe that there 'was not 
Room lett for one more, would not denote! or ex- 


preſs. Feernity ; And when alt theſe numberleſs a 
oy 
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lions of Years were ſpent, He that lives for ever, 
would be (as it were) but juſt then beginning to Jive; 
and his Sight and Prolpect ot the Time betore him, 
would be 1till as bounulels as ever. 

Thus you ice what 1s eternal Life ; Or rather, you 
ſce what it is not x It is a Length of Time that cannot 
be expretſed in Words, or 1ignified 7 Figures, or 
conceived in Thought : it is a Length of Time to 
which all that we can have any politive Notion of, 
bears no Proportion. 

And when we believe that we ſhall live /«ch a Life, 
aftcr this ſhort Lite is over ; does it not highly betove 
us to think of it now; and to make the beſt Provition 
that is pollible*that we may be happy 1n 1t ? 

And this leads me to the other Branch of Medita- 


tion on this Subjct, which we ought likewile' tre- 
quently and ferioutly to dwell upon in our Minds ; 


namely of what Sort and Kind this eternal Lite will be. 

And as 'tis Life, 'tis (as was faid betore)) a State of 
Senſation ; and as it 1s an everlaſting Life, tis a State 
in which we ſhall tor ever teel our lelves, cither in 
Pain or at Eaſe. 

And if there were no more in it than this; tho' 
the Pain we ſhall then endure were the leatt ot thole 
Pains wherewith we arenow afflicted, a little Pain or 
Aking of one Joint or Member only ; Or tho' the 
Pleaſure we ſhall then enjoy , were one of the lca(t 
of thotc Pleatures wherewith we arc now delighted ; 
yet when we have added Eternity to theſe, what an infi- 
nite Ditterence is there between theſe two States? And 
how well muſt we needs think it worth all the Pains 
and Labour that we can take in this World, to ſecure 
to our ſelves a Portion in that better Sort of ever- 
laſting 
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laſting Life, in that Life in which there 15 no Pain, 
tho' there be but little PAraſure 2 | 

But ſtill our Thoughts are ſhort ; we have not yet 
a juſt Notion of the Difference between theſe two 
States. For it we believe the Scripture (and'I ſpeak 
now to thoſe that do believe it,) that everlaſting Pain 
which the wicked will be condemned to, is not a light 
or gentle Pain ; but the ſharpeſt, the acuteſt, the moſt 
rormenting that can be endured ; and that eternal Joy 
which we have a good Hope of by the Goſpel , 1s 
- likewiſe the greateſt, the fulleſt, the compleateſt that, 

we are =xmrk of ; for in reprelenting the former to 
us, the Scripture all along expreſſes the Torments of 
Hell by ſuch Pains as are here moſt nenagy- | to us ; 
as the Biting and Gnawing of a Worm , the being 
beaten with Stripes, the noylomnels of Brimſtone, and 
the Burning of Fire ; And on the other fide,' when it | 
would repreſent to us the Happineſs of the Blefled, 
it does it by reſembling the heavenly Joys ,| to ſuch 
Pleaſures as do here upon Parth moſt ſenſibly delight 
us, ſuch as are the Pleaſures of a ſpacious , rich and 
commodious Dwelling, of the choiceſt Delicacies to 
plcale the Taſt, of « rareſt Melody to delight the 
Ear, of a Crown, and a Kingdom, and an exceeding 
Weight of Glory, and of whatever elſe can gratifte or 
pleale any of our*Senſes. 

Now tho' theſe Repreſentations or Deſcriptions of 
Hell and Heaven are not perhaps to be underſtood li- 
tcrally ; the Scripture herein ſpeaking, not according 
to the Stritneſs of Truth, but according to our pre- 
ſent Capacities and Appreheaſions,who have now very 
little Notion of any Pain or Pleaſure but what affects 
the Senſes of our Body; yet thus much may moſt 
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certainly be c CON lad from t! thoſe Dc cripti "ns of t! eſe 
two States Winch we meet wit in Scripture; that 
bot! the Torments ot Heil and the Jovs of Herven, 
arc as great as they can pothibiv be ; tar bevond any 
thing that we now feel or enjoy , Or can have any 
Notion of; And in a Word, tit as the Pam of Hell 
G mee) 10 1t 1s ikewile moeralic, and that as the 

ot Heaven is perpetual, 1o it 1s lincewile wiheulat ic 
py full of G/orv. 

And now atter this ſhort tho” verv 1mpertect Re- 
preſentationot theſe two valtly ditterent States of M1 
in that other,and cverlatting Lite that will broin when 
this isover; | think | may tairly ask again, What God 
could have done more, cither to duterr us troin Sin, 
than to tlircaten Hell torments to tote that live in it; 
or to encourzge us to Obedience, than to promile to 
thoſe, that 'continue in well doing, tc unſpeakable 
Happincls ot Heaven ? Certainly, ui thee Aotives will 
not prevail upon us, no other can be propoſed, that 
would prevall. 

Nav further ; Tho” | aave tit, ert9 ſpoken to vou 
as to Chriſt:ans, which believe the Scripture, and that 
there will ccriainly be another Lite atter this, even 
tuch a Life as | have been Ipeaking ot, an ever/.;/ling 
Life ot perfect Flappineſs, or extreme Miſcry ; vet t 
you have at all attend: d to, and are any witrattected 
by that Repreſentation that | have made to vou,ot thc 
Pains ot Hel, and of the Foys of Heaven, and of the 
Eternity ot both ; | ſhould now dare to addrels my felt 
to you, even tho | thouglit you believed very little 


- of rhele things ; and metiunks | ſhould not doubt, but 


that | might prevail with you, and perſuade you to 
Repentance, by. theſe Goſpel Motives of Heaven and 
Hel; 
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Tell; even altho* the Revelation thereof were not cer- 
tuin and wadoalted, altho' there were fore ju/t Reafos 
to queſtion the Truth ot them. 

For put the Cate that it is very wcertain whether 
there will be an au Lite or no; Nay, put the Cale 
that it 15ten to one, that it 1s much more probable, 
Flat there will not be any ſuch Lite aſter tius/; Yet 
un we conſider what Frernity is, and what a vaſt 
Dit erence there: 15 between living in perfect Joy, and 
in cverialting Burning; and when we conſider withall 
tie Short neſs of this preſent Lite; and how little we 
can lote 1n 1t by abllaining from Sin; and how /irtle 
we can fſutler in it, by the ſtrifteſt Holineſs and Vir- 
tuc; cven tlie bare Poſſibility that there will be an 
eternal Lite, tho we had no certain Revclation, and 
nv other very good Allurancegiven us of it, wguld be 
abundantly /«/{ciert to deterr us trom Sin, and to ſtir 
us up to well-doing. For if we live well here, and there 
be really an etcrnal Lite, it will, be happy for us that 
we have made this Preparation for it ; but if! there 
ould indecd be no other Life after this, we ſhall be 
tlien no Loſers by what we have done; we ſhall be 
then in as good a Condition, as others will be in who 
did not believe it, nor live in Expectation of it; And 
all that Trouble which the Exerciſe of Piety ard Vir- 
tue now colls us, 1s not worth ſpeaking of; It is no 
more than we ought in Reaſon and Prudence to be at, 
altho' at the ſame time we believed it to be very | uncer- 
tain Whether there would be any ſuch cternal Life 
or no. 

For this 1s what we call and account Wiſdomh 3 in all 
other Caſes ; v#z. to provide not only againſt Certain- 
tics or high Probabilities, but (when it may eaſily and 
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conveniently be done) even againſt Poſſ{bzlities too, 
We reckon him an unwiſe Man tor the World, who 
being in 2 good Way of getting, ſpends'all as faſt as 
it Comes in, when he has no preſent Necd to ſpend fo 
much ; and lays up nothing againſt old Age, when, 
it he lives to it, he will be paſt his Labour, and not in 
a Capacity to gct enough to ſupport himſelt : And yet 
ot all thoſe that do witely make ſome Proviſion for 
old Age, not one in ten perhaps lives to it. But never- 
thelets the bare Poſſibility that a Man may live to old 
Age, and the very great Inconveniences that he will 
ſutter, it he ſhall have nothing then to live upon,make 
t very adviſeable for every one of the ten, to lay up 
ſomewhat, (it he can do it) againſt that time z And he, 
oft the ten, who!c only Lot it will be to hive to be old, 
1s not a wiſer Man tor making ſuch Proviſion, than the 
other nine arc, who yet, in the Event, will be never 


the better for their Labour. 


Put caſe therefore that there is the ſame, or cven a. 
much greater Vrncertainty whether there will be an 
etcrnal Litc aftcr this ; yet when we conſider what an 
eternal Life 1s; when we conſider, that if there be a 
Heaven, and we can procure our Portion to be there ; 
we thall be happy, infinitely and unſpeakably happy to 
cternal Ages ; And that it there be a Hell, and we do 
not take Care to avoid it ; our Lot will be extremely 
miſerable, and we ſhall be tormented Day and Night, for 
ever and ever, in the Lake that burns with Fire and 
Brimſtone : And when weconlider withal, the very /7t- 
tle Trouble, in Compariſon, that it will coſt us to attain 
that and to avoid this; that 'tis but the Labour of a 
tcw Years, and that the moſt we can ſuffer by it, is. 
the Lols of a little Senſual Pleature, tor which,atter this 
Lite 
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Life is over, we ſhould be never the better ; or the 
enduring of ſome little Pain or Hardfhip which will be 
ſoon over, and for which,if no Good ſhould cver\come 
of it after this Life, we ſhall however be then never the 
worſe; Conſidering, I ſay, thus, the infinitely valt and 
wide Difference, that there is between being eternally 
lappy and eternally miſerable, 'tis enough that it 1s 
poſſible, 'tis more than enough, that 'tis probable that 
there will be ſuch a ſtate; and it we neglect to! make 
Proviſion for it , becauſe we are not abſolutely certain 
that it will be, it is plain, that we do not ad fo pru- 
dently in this, as we do in other Cafes that are of inft- 
nitely leſs Moment and Concern to us ; and that (as 
our Saviour ſays) 7he Children of ths World, are in 
their Generation wiſer than the Children of Light. 

Now this is the moſt that the profctſed Atheifts or 
Trfidels can pretend ; They'll fay perhaps,that for their 
own parts, they do not believe the Being of a God, cr 
a Judgment, or a Life to come; and that they! do not 
ſee any good Reaſon to believe theſe things ; foraſmuch 
as all the Proofs that are brought for them, do, ih their 
Jugment, fall ſhort of Demonſtration; and they are re- 
tolved not to believethem, till ſuch Proof thereof ſhall 
be oftered, as they can make no Exception againſt ; not 
till they ſhall ſee with their own Eyes that there is a 
Heaven and a Hell, or till they ſhall have a Meſſenger 
ſent to them ſrom thence on purpoſe to aſſure them 
thereof : And be it fo as they ſay, that there is not an 
aviolute Certainty of the Truth of theſe things;that we 
have not yet ſuch a fure Proof of them, as ocular or 
mathematical Demonſtration would be; yet this is the 
moſt they can fay , they, themſelves cannot | pretend 
that there is any Demonſtration on the other ſide. 

They 
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They are not ſure, they lay, that thee wall be arother 
k Life, or that it will be everlaſting ; Well: but arethey 
lure that there will not be ſuch a Lite? 15 1t ablurd or 
\mpoliible that there ſhould be fuch a Lilc? this I'm 
ture they cant ſay ; and all that they have yet cared to 
lay, is only that thole Prools thereot, that we rely 
upon, arc not, in ther Opimon, ſufacient. 

But tuppole them as mmufacrent as they can think 
tliom; vetihill, it they are not /offeciont to prove E's 
Cortainty, they may be [fic 1ent tO ih e the 'robal; Uity 
of what they arc brought to prove ; or it not lo; yet 
way a future Lile, it 1t Le not certain, nay it it ke not 
prolalle, however may be poſſible ; And 1t 1t be only 
prſſitie that we may ve tor ever ; and that we may 
Le etornaliy Þappy, or eternally miſerable ; - thus Poſſibility 
alone, (con{idering what an infinite Difference there 
15 between theſe tw o States,) ought 1n reaton to put us 
upon taking the beſt Carc we can, that 1t there be an 


| cternal Lite, we may be eternally happy in it. 
| But after all, our Proof of this and other great 
, Truths of our Religion , 1s not fo very weak and !len- 


der as theſe Men wovld repreſent it ; It is indeed as 
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good as the Nature of the thing will bear; and he's 
! an unreaſonable Man that requires a better Proot of 
l any thing than it is capable ot. 
| This theretore is what I ſhould now in the next 
{| Place, proceed to do; viz. (3.) To ſhew, that there 


is ſufficient Reaſon to give Credit to the Scripture , 
wherein thete Truths are plainly taught. But this 
being too large a SubjeQ to be tandled now, I have 
alrcady ſaid, | would deferr it to the next Oppor- 
tunity,
